From the DX News archives .... 


75 Years Ago — From the November 3, 1945 issue of DX News: New station 
CJSO-1400 Sorel, Quebec is scheduled to offer its first DX test on November 
14; the frequency is expected to be clear during most of the scheduled 4:30- 
6:00 a.m. (Eastern) test. Hank Wilkinson (Burbank, Cal.) forwarded a letter 
from the Acting Chief of Central Pacific Operations in Honolulu: “As you 
must know from current news, the radio stations in Japan are operated under 
the direct control of the Military and State Department; therefore, I suggest 
you attempt to get verification of reception of Japanese stations at some 
future date. You can no doubt imagine there has been considerable confusion 
in taking over the facilities of Japan’s broadcasting industry, and it is my 
personal opinion that you will have but little luck of securing desired 
acknowledgment.” 

50 Years Ago — From the November 7, 1970 issue of DX News: In an article entitled “Is BCB DX 
Doomed?” Gordon Nelson noted that the 11-year sunspot cycle should have peaked in 1968, but it 
has continued to remain high through 1969 and 1970. “[I]t would appear that we'll suffer yet another 
year of frequent and relatively intense auroral/geomagnetic activity, and a severe Midwinter 
Anomaly starting in a few weeks.” New DDXD reported Richard Evans (Gary, Ind.) reported new 
station KCRL-780 Reno NV on Monday morning for state #48. According to Ric Heald, WLIB-1190 is 
silent due to an employee strike over the firing of a news reporter, opening up sunset DX on that 
channel. 

25 Years Ago — From the October 30, 1995 issue of DX News: Several DXers reported hearing a 
station testing on 1660 kHz, presumably WJDM Elizabeth NJ, the first of the expanded band stations 
to reach the air. Jim Renfrew was back to IDXD after a week in Cappahayden, Newfoundland, where 
he heard nearly 90 countries in one week, including India 1566, Paraguay 920, and South Africa 846. 
Morris Sorensen has been hearing occasional Chinese-language programming from CKYC-1430 
Toronto, signaling a possible format change. WPTR-1540 Albany NY was approved to give up its 
longtime callsign in favor of WDCD. 

10 Years Ago — From the November 8, 2010 issue of DX News: Shawn Axelrod provided a list of 
tips for what to include in a reception report to a station. Wayne Heinen reported the new Cuban 
Radio Rebelde outlet on 1620 blowing away the domestics, as heard in Colorado.

Later, copied this announcement by a male, “”. .. in about 45 days KMBY will open 
up a brand new radio station in northern California directly from Cannery Row” 
followed by vintage “Boss Radio, KMBY, 95.9” jingle ID, and another “KMBY” jingle 
id into the tune ‘Windy’ by The Association. Signal held up well against KJOP and 
KSMA. Listed at 1 kW at 370 miles. On Google Maps the antenna tower is literally 
on the beach on the shoreline behind Cannery Row. (SB-CA)
